DETAILED ACTION 

I. The Art Unit location of this application in the USPTO has changed. To aid in 
correlating any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this application 
should be directed to Art Unit 2617. 

Disposition of the claims 

II. The current office-action is in response to the Pre-Brief Conference filed on 12/1 1/2006. 
Accordingly, Claim 4 is cancelled and Claims 1-3,5 are pending for further examination 

as follows: 

Information Disclosure Statement 

III. The Information Disclosure statement (IDS) submitted is in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the examiner has considered the information disclosure 
statements. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

IV. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1-3, 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Yoshida et al. 
(JP 4050 14540 A). 

Regarding claim 1, Yoshida disclosed a mobile telephone set (PDA; Paragraphs 0001, 
0041) comprising: 

Display (36; Fig.l) means for displaying information including telephone numbers or 
characters (Paragraph 00 1 6) comprising; 

A first address data bus (40; Fig.l) connected to principal integrated circuits such as 
control means and storage means that are provided as principal integrated circuits; (Paragraph 
0016) and 

A second address data bus (41; Fig.l) for connecting said control means and said display 
(36; Fig.l) means independently of said first address data; (e.g. buses 40 and 41 are 
independently connected; Paragraph 0016) 

Wherein said control means controls said first address data bus and said second address 
data bus independently, (e.g. buses 40 and 41 are independently connected; Paragraph 0016) 

Regarding Claim 2, Yoshida disclosed a mobile telephone as claimed in claim 1, fiirther 
comprising communication means for transmitting signals via a radio line wherein said control 
means is controlled to prohibit access to said second address data bus while said communication 
means is receiving signals, (e.g. buses 40 and 41 are independently connected; Paragraph 0016). 
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Regarding Claim 3, Yoshida disclosed A mobile telephone as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein said second address data bus is driven by lower voltage than said first address data bus. 
(e.g. inherently disclosed in Paragraph 0016). 

Regarding Claim 5, Yoshida disclosed a mobile telephone as claimed in claim 1, wherein 
said display means is arranged near an antenna of the mobile telephone, (e.g. inherently 
disclosed in PDA; Paragraphs 0001, 0041). 

Response to Amendments & Remarks

moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
